A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yuzawa 
et al (6.557,106). 

As per claims 1-3. Yuzawa et al disclose the invention substiantially as claimed, 
comprising the steps of: 

Generating a pre-specified voltage level when a first component is properly 
connected to a second component through the cable and at least the first component is 
powered up; 

Testing for the existence of the pre-specified voltage level on each of the 
components; and 

Asserting an error signal on any component if that component does not detect 
the pre-specified voltage level. (See Figure 9. col. 13, line 51 to col. 14, line 22). 

3. Claims 15-27 are allowable. 

4. Claims 4-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
